Scripture—the sacred writings 
of the Old and New Testaments. 

The apostle Paul was exhort- 
ing Timothy to stand by the 
Scriptures as they had been 
taught him when he was a child. 
Timothy was the son of a Greek 
and a Jewess. According to his- 
tory, we learn that they were 
strict, religious people. Timothy, 
having been set forth as a min- 
ister, and labored with Paul in 
the gospel, was very dear to 
him. In the beginning of this 
letter, Paul addressed him as 
son. This letter is a part of the 
New Testament Scriptures. 

There are many sacred writ- 
ings in the Old Testament that 


‘are treasured in the hearts of 


some, then there are some 
(judging from the fruits) that 
they do not heed very much— 
but Paul said ALL Scriptures is 
profitable for the man of God. 
We are made to think at times 
that the reason some grow lank 
and lean is that they neglect 
some Scripture found in the old 
Bible. 


Paul said that the man of 
God may be perfect. Repent- 
ance is the starting point or 


foundation of our hope of heav- 
en, but there are many duties 
that becomes absolutely neces- 
sary for us to perform if we re- 
ceive God’s best that we knew 
nothing of when we started at 
repentance. Many cold experi- 
‘ences are caused by neglect of 
these duties. It doesn’t seem 
that a person whom the Lord 
has so wonderfully blessed and 
baptized with the Holy Ghost 
would shirk from a Bible duty. 
(After coming to the knowledge 
of it.) It is a fact that some do, 
yet they profess that they be- 
lieve in all the Bible rightly di- 
vided. Divide means to sepa- 
rate! distribute—not subtract. 

We will notice some Old Tes- 
tament Scripture. “Willa man 
rob God? Yet ye have robbed 
me. But ye say, Wherein have 
we robbed thee? In tithes and 
offerings.” (Mal. 3:8.) This is 
a part of ALL Scripture which 
Paul wrote about, and it is for 
us if we go on to perfection. 
(Heb. 6:1.) Paul said it was good 
for the man, not a body of men, 
or congregation. So each of us 
should seek to know the value 
of it to us. 


The prophet inspired by God 
asks the question, “Will a man 
rob God?” Then answers the 
question, “Yet ye have robbed 
me.” The question naturally a- 
rises, “Wherein have we robbed 
Him?” How can a man rob God, 
the great Creator? The prophet 
explains-—“In tithes and offer- 
ings.” God in His wisdom, has 
a plan for His .work to be ac- 
complished. He works out His 
dlans through human instrumen- 
tality. He gave His Son Jesus 
for the redemption of the world. 
He filled His mission and went 
to the Father, leaving His church 
here to fill her mission and we 
are living in the church age 
now. When we prove disloyal 
to her, we fail to do our duty. 
We are guilty as before God 
for His church is carrying out 
His plan. Therefore to rob her 
would mean to rob God. If she 
teaches that we should pay our 
tenth into the treasurery and 
give offerings, and we fail to do 
this, then we become guilty in 
the sight of God.

11.) Rulers—Elders and Over- 
seers. They have searched out 
God’s Word on the tithing ques- 
tion. Why? Because God is 
contending with them and they 
are set in their place. Paul said 
we should obey them that have 
the rule over us, for they watch 
for our souls. (Heb. 13:17.) 
The prophet continues, “Then 
brought all Judah the tithe of 
he corn and the new wine and 
the oil unto the treasuries.” (Neh. 
13:12.) Yes, and the Church 
of God (every member) should 
bring all the tithes unto the 
treasuries. “Bring ye all the 
tithes into the storehouse, that 
there may be meat in mine house 
and prove me now herewith, 
saith the Lord of hosts, if I will 
not open you the windows of 
heaven, and pour you out a 
blessing, that there shall not be 
room enough to receive _ it.” 
(Mal. 3: 10.) All who express 
themselves after beginning to 
pay tithes, say they find this 
Scripture true. They are blessed. 


One man (who 1s not relig- 
ious) said he owed a debt of sev- 
eral hundred dollars so he prom- 
‘sed God if he would prosper him 
to pay his debt, he would give 
one tenth of all he made. In 
a short time he was out of debt 
and money ahead. Have you 
proved Him? If I did not pay

held back my tithes, that I might

story to some poor dying soul. 
Beloved, iet us examine our- 
selves and see if we are really 


in the faith. (2 Cor. 13: 5.) 
The apostle Paul said, All 
Scripture is good for doctrine, 


and it teaches that we should 
pay tithes.
